The eight re­ 
maining boxes, yet to be heard from 
include Center and Vanoss, which 
are reported f to have gone strongly 
in favor of the bonds. 
The election was beyond question 
the quietest ever held in the county.

NEAR BYNG 


The low water bridge ac rom the 


South Canadian river at Byng, six 
miles north of Ada has been in use 
no wlong enough to prove the feasi­ 
bility of such a structure for this 
treacherous river. 
For many years the citizens of 


this and adjoining counties 
had 


dreamed of a bridge across this riv­ 
er in order that there might betu­ 
tor communication. Heretofore, for 
bn automobile to get from Ada to 
Konawa, a distance of less than 
twenty miles, it was necessary to go 
west to Purcell and come in by 
way of Shawnee and Wewoka. The 
treacherous sand of the Canadian 
was too great a risk for a car to 
undertake the passage. Occasionally 
farmers would ford this stream, but 
only those who were familiar with 
the drifting sand and 
the ever­ 
changing current were brave enough 
to make the attempt. 
Cost is Small 


The great factor that stood out 


against the completion of a bridge 
was the cost. Even before the war 
when 
building was comparatively 


cheap, estimates on a high water 
structure were anywhere from $200,- 
000 to a half million dollars for 
a structure which was guaranteed 
to stand against the mighty rises 
which come sweeping down that 
mile wide expanse of sand. Since 
the war started and building ma­ 
terial of all kinds and labor be­ 
came so expensive and hard to get 
too, the building of a high water 
bridge was out of the question. 
It was finally decided that Ponto­ 
toc and Seminole counties would 
construct a low water bridge, a type 
of bridge that had proved success­ 
ful over small streams, but that 
had never been tried over a stream 
the size of the Canadian. 


Concrete engineers said it would 
hold. Other predicted that the first. 
rise would take it down the stream | 
with the big drifts of trees and oth- I 
er material. 
Regardless of the dire prophecies I 
the bridge was built. Even when it 
was partially completed, great rises' 
came dashing down the stream ‘with- j 
our 
injury to the strongly rein-! 
forced slabs of concrete. 
At 
one I 


time the superintendent of the con-} 
struction was caught in the mad I 
waters aud had to swim for the 
shore, 
landing 
several 
hundred 
yards down the stream.

often failed to cross, now the auto­ 
mobile dashes across with apparent 
ease. The people of Pontotoc county 
and Seminole county, though neigh­ 
bors, have heretofore been separated 
by a barrier, but they are now at 
each other's doors. Cars

The river has been conquered by an 
outlay of only a small amount com­ 
pared with the cost of a high water 
bridge. 


Rhode Island's population in 1910 
was announced first of the states 
on July 21.

We therefore naturally expect 
a large amount of the work to reach 
the office in Washington daring the 
latter part of this month or the 
first of February, but as a general 
rule the enumeration will be com­ 
pleted throughout the entire coun­ 
try by the first of February. It will 
be some time, however, before it 
will be finished in the districts 
where it has been postponed on ac­ 
count of climatic conditions. 


"We are now organising a force 


of clerks who will be equipped to 
examine the schedules as rapidly as 
they are received from the super­ 
visors. These clerks will make a pre­ 
liminary count of the population. 
This preliminary count will be made 
public as rapidly as the totals for 
the cities and the minor civil divis­ 
ions are obtained. The population 
of the cities will be announced first. 
We hope that the total population 
of the country will be known in 
September or October of this year, 
and the population of the cities 
should all be announced by May or 
June.’*

MADRID, Jan' 25.— In almost any 


other of the world’s cities it would 
be considered a calamity 
to 
be 


without newsnaners. Madrid has just 
passed through such an experience 
in a period of political crisis' aud 
during a lockout in Barcelona, the 
chief industrial city of Spain. 
Absence of tho newspapers passed 


almost unnoticed because the people 
of Madrid are not a newspaper read­ 
ing public, Compared with other 
western cities of Europe the circu­ 
lation of the newspapers here is 
very small. Many a small town news­ 
paper proprietor in America would 
consider himself very badly treated 
if his circulation books did not 
make a better showing than those 
of the metropolitan dailies of Mad­ 
rid. 


The A. B. C., a well printed paper 
with goood local and foreign ser­ 
vice and well printed pictures, has 
a circulation in the whole of Spain 
of about 100,000 copies and the 
pictures account for its comparative­ 
ly large circulation. Other news­ 
papers well knbwn abroad by name 
as they are frequently quoted on 
foreign and domestic affairs, are 
satisfied with circulations of from 
30,000 to 60,000. 
The 
advertising 
columns, 
too, 
make a poor showing compared with 
newspapers of other large cities. 
An income of $6,000 a month is 
considered good. The papers are sold 
at either five or ten centimos but 
the government gives the papers a 
bonus of another centimo for each 
paper sold, owing to the increased 
cost of production. 
The shutting down of the news­ 
papers was due to a strike of the 
newspaper workers. 
Editors who 
received 500 pesetas a month asked 
for an increase of 2D to 30 per cent. 
Reporters drawing 50 to 150 pesetas 
demanded a minimum of 300 pesetas. 
Compositors asked for a 20 to 30 
per cent increase in their average 
wage of seven pesetas a day.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.— Estab­ 
lishment of the nations of the world 
of honestly balanced budgets is the 
first 
step toward stabilization of 
foreign exchanges and the restora­ 
tion of normal financial conditions, 
Paul M. W arburg of New York, 
form er member of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board, today told the Second 
Pan-American Conference. 
“A country’s ability, without ad­ 
ditional borrowing, to balance its 
regular budget, is the test of its 
solvency,*' said Mr. Warburg. “The 
character of this test at this juncture 
will decide the measure of its future 
credit, and upon that, in turn, will 
largely depend its power to rehabili­ 
tate its commerce and trade and its 
foreign exchanges.” 
A number of the countries will 
never again regain their previous 
exchange levels, Mr. W arburg pre­ 
dicted. The ability of those coun­ 
tries to produce and save, he added, 
would determine the extent to which 
they could reclaim the shrinkage 
of their currency standards. 
“But whatever the level they may 
be able to recover,” he continued, 
“ultimately it will be to their vital 
interest once more to fasten it to a 
definite gold relation and to re­ 
establish a stable exchange, fluctuat­ 
ing between the maxima and minima 
of gold parities without which a 
country's trade and growth will re­ 
main subject to a fatal handicap. 
“The more perfect the machinery 
of credit, however, the more insignif­ 
icant becomes the necessity of set­ 
tling in actual gold. 
“We are living in an era where 
the production of money and credit 
has increased and the production of 
goods has decreased, in order to 
emerge we mute produce less credit 
and 
money 
and 
produce 
more 
goods.” 
Consumption taxes, that is taxes 
levied on spending and not on sav­ 
ing, were advocated by Mr. W arburg 
who declared 
that “extravagance 
must not only be curbed on top, 
but just as much on the part of the 
masses receiving the bulk of the 
national income and, in the aggre­ 
gate, doing the largest share of the 
country’s spending.” 
“Our present form of taxation has 
proved 
a 
failure,” 
Mr. 
W arburg 
said, “in so far as in a rising mar­ 
ket the equivalent of extreme in­ 
come and profit taxes is being added 
to the price the public pays for 
things, and in so far as it cripples 
the investment power of a country 
and thereby retards its further de­ 
velopment.” 
It is the diRy of the United States 
he said, either through private in­ 
itiatives, or, if need be, through di­ 
rect government action, to relieve 
those countries where “reconstruc­ 
tion is beyond the grasp of a people 
or where it is facing starvation or 
economic annihilation.” 
He 
pre­ 
dicted 
that 
the 
three 
Americas 
would “be drawn together in a com­ 
mercial and financial union of grow. 
tag strength and intimacy” as a res­ 
ult of the fact that “capital in the 
old world will find so vast a field of 
work in reconstruction and coloni­ 
sation in ’darkest Europe’ that it 
will not be able to devote itself as 
liberally to the development of the 
countries of this hemisphere as it 
did ta the past.” 
Mr. Warburg 
summarised 
his 
views as follows: 
“The debacle of foreign exchanges 
is the logical consequence of the 
financial anarchy prevailing since 
’king gold* was deposed. 
“The discount of the foreign ex­ 
changes of borrowing countries is 
not the disease, bot the symptom. It 
expresses the difference between va­ 
rious degrees 
of depreciation of 
money and credit, and between dis­ 
similar grades qf productivity, in 
different countries.

BUFFALO, Jan. 25.— Old tricks 
are being revived and new ones in­ 
vented by smugglers who are match­ 
ing their wits against those of the 
customs officers 
in 
an 
effort 
to 
bring contraband whiskey from Can­ 
ada into the United States. 
The tire of the whiskey move­ 
ment which for more than two years 
flowed from the United States into 
Canada has turned back. Of the 
same smugglers who once took long 
chances to send liquor across the 
border into Conada now are at- 
temtping to evade the American 
instead of Canadian laws. 
There has been a partial lifting 
of the ban in Canada. The order-in- 
council issued by the Dominion gov­ 
ernment in wartime which prohibit­ 
ed inter-provincial traffic in intoxi­ 
cating liquor was rescinded on De­ 
cember 31. 
Ontario still has a dry law pro­ 
hibiting the sale of liquor across 
bars or in anyway except by govern­ 
ment vendor upon an order from a 
physician. This, Ontario law, howev­ 
er cannot 
prevent 
inter-province 
traffic by mail and express. Con­ 
sequently Americans who want to 
take chances with the customs laws 
have expericenced little difficulty in 
having liquor delivered at the Unit­ 
ed States border. 
Some of the tricks used to evade 
detection by Canadian Customs in­ 
spectors when the movement of li­ 
quor from the United States to Can­ 
ada was ta progress were very In­ 
genious. Spare tires on automobiles 
turned out to be receptacles for 
contraband wet goods. Partitioned 
gasoline tanks served the same pur­ 
pose. A hot water bottle used by 
a woman feigning illness w ss found 
to contain whiskey. A carload of. 
scrap iron billed from Detroit to 
Buffalo over the Michigan Central 
Railroad was sidetracked somewhere 
in Ontario and whiskey was substi­ 
tuted for the iron. The liquor was 
seized at Buffalo. 
Customs officers here expect a re­ 
vival of these tricks and develop­ 
ment of others in order to bring liq­ 
uor from Canada into the United 
States. This force of inspectors on 
this aide of the Niagara river from 
Buffalo to Fort Niagara has been in­ 
creased.

Secretary of the Interior Franklin K. Lane has just 
written a message of optimism to the business men of 
America. 
Those who have been inclined to draw back in their 
shells and shiver and shake and see the early flushes of a 
Red Dawn on the horizon should find th at message and 
read every word of i t 
But then, we are a t best a nervous, tense people. 
Many of us are absolutely unhappy, if we have nothing 
to be unhappy over. 
We would rath er anticipate some 
hazard or reach out for some dram atic disaster than n o t 
Secretary Lane is not afraid to be optim istic! 
It is his contention, first and foremost, th at revolution 
can scarcely come to a country th a t has itself abolished 
revolution. W hen we came to America we gave over the 
right to revolution. There can be no revolution in a coun­ 
try where there is no figurehead to revolt against 
The people themselves govern. 
And it's rather uncomfortable and disconcerting to at­ 
tem pt a revolution against yourself, especially w h e n 
everything is going nicely with you and you have a date 
for the movies th a t night with your family. 
Most of us who come to America, and we are all “for­ 
eigners,” when you get right down to the truth of it, 
grow to love the old place. If we do not altogether rave 
over the entire country we a t least idolize some one chunk 
of it. - 
W hich, by the way, is quite good enough for all in­ 
tents and purposes. 
W here we settle, in America, soon 
grows to be precious acreage with us. 
Human tendrils 
grow deep and into rich soil, here in America. It’s all so 
much better than any OTHER freedom we ever knew 
across the waters. 
During the latest war, when the long arm of the 
government was reaching out for young men to enter the 
service, an old Kentuckian w ho^had never been fifty 
miles from his mountain home was asked w hat he thought 
about taking his son away to fight for the United States. 
“I don’t keer about the U-nited States,” said he, indiffer­ 
ently, “but, by God, I'll give my boy to go an’ fight fer 
Kaintucky, God bless it.” 
We are lovers of communities here in America. 
And 
ifs a good thing th at we are. 
We look upon our own 
towns as we do upon our mothers. 
There's a parental 
touch to it. 
Our own pet acreages mothered us and 
nursed us a t their breasts and gave us peace of mind 
and ambition and plenty, and we are ready to fight for 
them at the drop of the hat. 
' 
Secretary Lane tells a story th at illustrates this. 
California is supposed to spend 98 per cent of the 
time patting herself on her own shoulder. 
A Californian 
would rather fight for California than live in peace 
somewhere else. 
Some years ago the Commissioner of 
Fisheries wished tp propagate and spread the western 
crab in Atlantic waters. 
For this crab is something like 
four tim es the size of the A tlantic crab. 
Two carloads 
of them were sent to W ood’s Hole, near M artha’s Vine­ 
yard and Nantucket, and dumped into the Atlantic. Each 
crab had been tagged with a little aluminum tag upon 
which was stam ped: “W hen found, notify Fish Commis­ 
sion, W ashington.” 
One year passed and not a crab was 
heard from. Another year passed and still no word. The 
third year several of the crabs were discovered by fisher­ 
men off the coast of Buenos Aires. 
When a Californian 
was told the news he said : “Just as I expected. They are 
going south, bound around the Cape, en route back to 
California.” 
Secretary Lane tells another story. 
He was going 
through North Dakota one time, when the therm om eter 
registered thirty or forty degrees below zero.

He saw a solitary figure of an old man standing there, 
and close inspection brought out the fact th at he wore 
five different coats to w ard off the intense cold. “This is 
a pretty tough country, isn’t it? ” said the secretary.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 25.—Just 
60 years ago the pony express which 
carried letters from St. Louis to 
San Francisco in eight days'was in­ 
augurated. Today plans are being 
made to establish a transcontinent­ 
al airplane mail service, and trail 
blazing flights have been made as 
far west as Omaha. 
It was a great achievement when 
the pony express was started to car­ 
ry the mail to the young but bust­ 
ling state of California in 1860. Its 
inauguration was preceded by the 
publication in a St. Louis paper in 
March of that year, of the following 
advertisement. 
“To San Francisco in eight days. 
The first carrier of the Poney Ex­ 
press will leave the Missouri river 
on Tuesday, April 3 and will run 
regularly weekly thereafter, carrying 
letter mail only. Telegraph mail 
eight days, letters ten days to San- 
Francisco.” 
The population of San Francisco 
and other California towns eagerly 
welcomed this 
service, 
bringing 
them into touch as it did with the 
states from which the gold hunters 
and other fortune seekers had mi­ 
grated. 
* 
Ten riders going each way, with 
changed horses every twenty-five 
miles, brought the pouches of mail 
across the thousand mile wilderness. 
The pony express, with its fast rid­ 
ers, among them ’’Buffalo Bill” 
(Colonel William F. Cody), then 
a young man, was one of the most 
romantic features of the great west­ 
ern country. Many were the ad­ 
ventures these daring riders had. 
They averaged seventy-five miles a 
day, tout often covered double that 
distance. “Buffalo Bill” once made 
a ride of 384 miles when the mes­ 
senger who was waiting was killed. 
Often chased by Indians or “sniped” 
by outlaws, the pony express riders 
were exposed to death at all times 
and they braved rain and snow 
storm, as part of an every-day duty.

MUSKOGEE, Jan. 24.—The Arm­ 
strong academy which was burned 
lfrte Tuesday night, probably will 
not be replaced by the government, 
because of the announced policy of 
sending Indians to public schools, 
say Indian officials here. The build­ 
ings carried no insurance, the loss 
being over $50,000, it is estimated. 
Gabe Parker, now superintendent 
for the Five Civilized Tribes, was 
superintendent of the school from 
1904 to 1913 and principal for 
four years before that. He says that 
the loss of the school,will he felt 
by his fellow Choctaws throughout 
the old Indian territory. 
Destruction 
of 
the 
Armstrong 
academy leaves only one school for 
Choctaw boys—the Jones academy 
near Hartshorne. Two female acad­ 
emies take care of the Choctaw girls. 
Industrial pursuits, each as stock 
raising, agriculture and 
manual 
training, were stressed at the Arm­ 
strong school, while a general edu­ 
cation with military training also 
was given. 
Built in 1884 of logs gathered by 
the first Choctaw settlement near 
Bokchito, the school outgrew its 
quarters in the early fifties. 
The 
tribal council decided to build a 
fine brick building and in 1856 was 
completed the building which was 
destroyed Tuesday. Superintendent 
Parker says that when he tried to 
make repairs a few years ago the 
building proved difficult to attack 
because of its solid construction. 
Put under government control in 
1899, the school has been developed 
into one for industrial and agri­ 
cultural pursuits. A 160 acre farm 
and suitable buildings and equip­ 
ment gave the 125 boys plenty to 
do. Many of the Armstrong academy 
boys went to serve this country in 
the war.

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HOW PRODUCTION IS CRIPPLED 


We have never had the pleasure of paying an excess profits 
tax and for a long time we didn't have any deep interest in the 
matter. 
We thought that it was a fine way of making the 
wealthy pay the bulk of governmental expenses, and so long 
as we didn’t have to dig up, we refused to grow excited over 
what it does or does not. 
But we have about reached the 
conclusion that old man people himself is paying this excess 
tax and in some cases paying it twice. 
The tax payer has learned that the best way to avoid 
paying the excess is not to have any excess. 
He dodges the 
tax gatherer by curtailing production. It works out this way. 
If a farmer had to pay a heavy tax on his first ten bales of 
cotton, and donate all of his second ten bales, it is easy to 
guess that there wouldn’t be any second ten bales. He would 
save what he could out of his first ten and not produce any 
bales exceeding that number. 
The lumber man is made out of the same material from 
which the Lord fashioned the farmer. He cuts enough timber 
to keep his business alive, but when he reaches the dead line 
of excess profits, he quits cutting. Thus production is limited 
and prices are kept abnormally high. 
Thus old man people 
pays two prices for half the lumber he needs. The same game 
is played by everyone engaged in large production. He pro­ 
duces up to a certain point and stops. That pointes the line 
of excess profits. W hat’s the use, he says, of working up my 
raw material when the government is confiscating every penny 
I make above a certain amount. 
Of course such a manufacturer is selfish, in which respect 
he is like you and me. It would be a glorious thing for every 
large producer to say that the expenses of the war must be 
paid and that he will go the limit to help pay those expenses. 
But human nature is human nature and it is hard to reach 
by statutory law. We are all alike in this respect, that when 
the government takes everything we earn above a certain 
figure, we are not going to overwork ourselves to go beyond 
that figure. 
No use for the government to demand more products when 
it is confiscating the “more” part of the products. 
No use 
for the government to try to reduce this high cost of living 
so long as the government makes it impossible for the high 
cost of living to come lower. That’s where the excess profits 
gets to old man people. That is where the small producer and 
the non producer gets on the front row. 
We are learning 
something about this excess profits tax and it’s a bear. 
------------ o------------- 
The story coming out of Washington. early in the week 
that President Wilson contemplates asking for a third term 
is an interesting space filler, but serves no other purpose 
of any use whatsoever. The American people well remember 
the slogan of 1912: 
“Washington wouldn’t, Grant couldn't, 
Roosevelt shan’t.’’ 
If Wilson really wants to rank with the 
very few who thought themselves bigger than the unwritten 
law of America, he has that privilege. 
But he will not get 
started in a race for a third term. 
He may have sufficient 
Federal appointees in the national convention to seize the 
nomination, but even if he should be nominated, he would 
be beaten most disastrously at the polls. 
The race run by 
Taft when he carried Vermont and Utah would be a Gar­ 
rison finish compared to the third term race of Woodrow 
Wilson in 1920.

“ Much dispute

in w ar in tim es past, and will rise 
again, over treaties of peace. 
“ The treaty of the United States 
w ith Spain, signed in Paris on De­ 
cem ber IO, 1898, has the unique 
distinction of having excited oppo­ 
sition and attack among the victors 
because it secured too much and 
was too trium phant. 
“The American people made two 
points clear to them . 
One was that 
a peace treaty ought to be ratified. 
“The 
constitutional 
provision 
which requires a vote of tw o-thirds 
of the senate to ratify a treaty sim­ 
plifies the work of opposition 
to 
ratification. 
It seemed incredible at 
first th at a treaty of peace could 
possibly be defeated. 
“The friends of ratification took 
the very simple ground that 
the 
treaty committed the United States 
to no policy, but left them free to 
do exactly as seemed best with all 
the islands, that the American peo­ 
ple could be safely intrusted with 
th is grave responsibility, and that 
patriotism and common sense alike 
dem anded the end of war and the
